THE CUBAN CON6RESS

T is understood that the Cuban Congress which 


will assemble before the formal transfer of the 


inland, will negotiate a treaty with the United 
States, providing that the Cuban government shall 
not allow any foreign power to obtain control over 
any part of the island; that it will not go into debt 
beyond the limits of the ordinary revenue s of the 
island; that it will allow the United States when 
necessary, to intervene for the preservation of Cu- 
ban independence; that it ratifies all of the acts of 
tbe United States in Cuba during its military occu- 
pancy of the island; that it will continue tbe sani- 
tary work begun by the United States; that it will 
discuss later the title of the isle of Pines, and that it 
will sell or lease to the United States lands neces- 
sary for coaling or naval stations at certain certified 
point. The terms of the proposed treaty would 
seem to indicate that the possibility of ultimate an- 
nexation was not altogether absent from the minds 
of the members of the Cuban congress.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—William 


H. Chadwick, chairman of the Board 
f Trade of Chicago, has written a letter 
o Representative Newlands of Nevada, 
he author of the pending irrigation bill

T' i' tremendous lossati experienced 


within the past twelve months by far- 
mers, the livestock interests, and mer- 
chant and common carriers, are fresh 
in our minds—a veritable calamity. 


"The great loss entailed through the 


corn crop failure and substitution on 
a laige scale of other grain to supply 
deficiency thereby caused, with wheat, 
rye, oats, etc., resulted in the curtail- 
ment of exports to such an extent as 
to be not only extraordinary but in 
some instances as with corn, sensa- 
tional 


Thp effects in the eastern or con- 


suming States are notable and scarcely 
any part of the Union has been unaf- 
fected by the conditions produced by 
the scorching blight which originating 
only in the arid region, blasted the 
crops over a large and important part 
of the country. 


"We who are directly affected by
